‘The Mer- 
ants were not obliged to make exa&t Declarations, which 
gave too great ; an Inf cht into their Affairs; nor expofed 
to the Te emptation of mak ing falfe ones. They were de- 
liver’d from Seizure and Fines, which were the or dinary 
K ects of real, or pretended Violations ; from the Search- 
€s of their Shops and Magazines, which the Officers 
made as often as they pleafed; a: idin general from the 
Vexations and Oppreffions, to which they were every Day 
expofed hy the Avarice of the A/cabaliffls.

to make them bold and enterprizing ; that if they were 
once indulged to have their Requetts granted, the Council 
muit expect to be daily importuned v, ith new ones; that 
one Demand obtained makes Way for another, and that 
They would never be content until all the Dutjes thould 
te either difcharged, or diminihed, to the great Prejudice 
of her Majefty’s Revenue. 

Ximenes, 1n Anfwer to thefe Objections, and fome o- 
thers of lefs Weight, replied chat They could not deny 
that Sovereigns were bound to do Juftice to their Subjecis, 
iy due to them, confifted in keeping the Promifes made 
tothem; that all the World knew that the Kings, her 
Majefty’s Predeceflors, had pofitively promifed to fup- 
prefs this Impoff now in Queition, whenever the War a- 
gainft the Moors fhould be ende!; that, exactly to fulfil 
this Promife, They could do no lefs than entirely to fup- 
prefs the A/raba/a ; neverthelefs That was far from what 
v3s propofed, but only to moderate it, and to procure 
the collecting of it ina Manner, that fhould not be an 
Prejudice to the Queen’s Revenue; that They could do 
no lefs in the prefent Conjuncture, when the People were 
wite drain’d; that it was but juft they fhould receive 
lome Advantage from the Peace; and that nothing lefs 
could be done for them than what was propofed. 

The Project being approved by the Plurality of Votes 
inthe Council, the Queen ordered it fhould be executed, 
without any Alteration, and that a Declaration fhould be 
immediately made of it, in Form of a perpetual Edict. 

Ximencs obtained from this great Affair That, which 
he had propofed to himfelf; I mean, the Affections of the 
inleriour Gentry, the Merchants, the Citizens, the Me- 
chanicks, and generally all the Inhabitants of the “Towns 
and Country ; who for ever afterwards declared ftrongly 
‘or him on all Occafions, where he was attecked. 

There were Deputations made from all Parts to give 
him Thanks, though he would receive none of them, but 
tent the Deputies to the Queen, afuring them that They 
were only indebted to the Goodnefs of her Mayjeity for 
te Fayour, which fhe had granted him.

HE _ of Spain has made the Marquis de Caf- 
te/lar, who brought him the firft News of the De- 





fea f the 400 Geral ns, in the Battle of Bitonto, a Litt 
renant General, and great Rejoicings have been made at 
Vedrid. on that Account, for three Days together. 
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Cannon of Parma, which the Marquis de Co/gzy perceiy- 
ing, embraced the advantageous Opportunity, and attack’d 
them, with all his Forces, on the Frank, while their 
Froat lay open to the Cannon of the City, and after a def- 
nerate and bloody Fight, on both Sides, obtained a com- 
pleat Victory, and obliged the Empercr's Army to re- 
treat, and leave the Field of Battle, together with their 
Artillery, Ammunition and Baggage. Various are the 
Accounts of the Numbers killed on both Sides. The 
French own they loft Gooo Men, and the moft favourable 
Account, on the Side of the Jmperia/ifts 1s, that they loft 
near 10000. Their Generals, Count Merci, Hiachtendonck 
and Pa/f were killed on the Spot, and the Prince or /l7r- 
temberg thot through the Body, though not dead, when 
Monfieur de Coigay the Marquis’s Son, who was difpatcl« 
ed with the firit News of this Victory, departed. The 
Marquis himfelf received a flight Wound in the Breaft, 
and Count Broglio had two Horfes killed under him: But 
the greateft Lofs on the French Side, befides three [ieu- 
tenant-Generals, is that of almoft all the Officers of the 
King’s own Royal Regiment of Foot, of which it is faid, 
125 were killed, moft of them Noblemen of the firft D:- 
ftinction.

HE Siege of Philip burg goes on in the fame Train,

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trenchments ; but not advancing with that Fire which the 
Count expe-ted from him, his Excellency reproached him 
infuch Terms, as he, in the Heat of his fntreidity, 
thought his Remiffvefs deferved: Upon this the Officer 
drew out a Piftol, and having fhot the Count dead on the 
Spot, went over to the Ruffian Camp, where, indeed, 
he met with a prefent Refuge ; but his Action, it feems, 
was not approved of, for none of the Rzffizn or Saxon 
Officers would converfe with him ; and it is even faid, that 
Count Munich, aiter the Capitulation, delivered him up 
tothe Freach. 

The Fate of Dantzick, and the Behaviour of its Muagi- 
ftrates feem equally extraordinary. We are told the City 
is reduced to the utmoft Extremity, and there feems to 
be fome Reafon to believe it fo ; and yet there are fome 
Circumftances which would almoft induce one to believe 
the contrary. Upon the laft Ceflation obtained by the Ma- 
giftrates of the Ruffian General, for three Days, we thought 
the Manner in which they treated Count Muxich wasa 
Mark that they ftood in no great Fear of him. Since that, 
the Sceue has changed very much to their Difadvaatage ; 
there feems to be little or no Profpect left of their being 
relieved ; And yet, in this apparent Diftrefs, they have 
play’d the fame Farce over again. For having again indu- 
ced Count Munich to grant them a Sufpenfion of Arms 
lor three Days, in Order to capitulate, they made Uf of 
the firit Night to facilitate King Staniflaus’s Retreat: This 
fo enraged the Ruffian General, that he gave immediate 
Orders notwithftanding the Sufpenfion, to continue the 
Bombardment, and, at the coming away of the Letters, 
Holtilities were renewed on both ‘ides.

He obferves, that Czar Peter thewed an Inclination for 
military Exercifes in his moft early Youth. ‘That when 
a Child he delighted in Beating a Drum, and aimed at at- 
taining to a Periest tion in that Art which he did to fucha 
Pitch, that he wo ould fometimes initruct his Soldiers in it ; 
by which fays our Author, we may fee, this young Prince 
did not amuie himfelf with the trivial A¢tions of a Child, 
but begun early to learn the Function of a Soldier. 

Having formed a Company of fifty Men, commanded 
by Foreign Officers, he would himfe!f be one of thenr, 
not as is cufton nary with young Princes, by becoming their 
Commander, but by beginning with _ lowett Function, 
that of Drummer, nor vw vould he fuffer any one to give 
him the Honour or Title of Czar. r.

Corruption, but more, by the Cunning and lutrigues of 
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Lake of Pareflavia, where he exercifed them in litte 
Mock-Fights: And two Years after he went to Sea him. 
felf, in the Eng/ifh or Dutch Ships, from Archangel, to 
Jearn Practical Navigation. 

The Beginning of the Year 1696, his Brother obs 
died, and Peter, being now abfolute Mafter of the Em. 
pire, without any Competitor, was in a Condition to exe. 
cute thofe Projects, which before he could not have done 
with fo abfolure an Authority. 

Here M. Fontenel/e enumerates feveral of his Enterpri- 
zes, which tho’ new and bold ones, proved fortunate, and 
were really worthy of fo great a Prince, whoie only Aim 
was the Inftruction of his Subjects, in the Art of War, 
and in every other Science, which could give Luftre toa 
State. And here, fays M Fontenelle, he had the entir 
new forming of a Nation ; all was here to be, as it were, 
created, and nothing improved ; and what rendered it 
more difficult, he had all this to do of himfelf, without 
Afiiitant, and without Inftruments. To prove this, our 
Author gives a brief Defcription of the State of Maf- 
covy at that Time, which may not be unacceptable to our 
Readers. 

The blind Policy of Peter's } redeceffors had almoft en- 
tirely eftranged Mufcozy from the reft of the World. 
Trade was either altogether unknown, or wholly neglect. 
ed among the Ruffians; tho’ (fays our Author, very jutt- 
ly) all Riches, not excepting eyen thofe of the Mind, de- 
pend upon Trade. Our Hero laid his vaft Dominions, 
which were ‘till then, in a Manner, locked up. Alter 
having fent the Chiet of his Subjects, to gain Knowledge, 
and learn the Sciences, in Foreign Parts ; he encouraged 
Men of Learning and Ingenuity, in every Profeffion, to 
come and improve the reitt of his Subjects at home. Both 
Land and Sea-Commanders, Mariners, Engineers, Ma- 


thematicians, Architects, Men skilled in the Difcovery of 


lines, and in the working of Metals, Phyficians, Suf- 
geons, and Artificers of every Kind. 

All thefe Innovations, in a Country fuch as Ape 
were lable, only as Innovations, to be exclaimed againtt; 
and tadeed they did raife innumerable Malecontents. De- 
{potick Power, in this Cafe legally exercifed, was hardly 
jufficieat to oblige thefe Wretch 


: : cs to bear with what tend 
ed fo manifeftly to their Good, | 
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The Czar had to do with a People unpolifhed and in. 
flexible, become flothful by the little Fruit which atrend- 
ed their Labours; accuftomed to cruel, and often unjuit, 
Puniihments : A People, who, by 2 horrid Mifery, were 
become infenfible of the Enjoyments of Life ; perfuacded, 
by a long Experience, that it was in vain to aim at Hap- 
pinefs, 2nd not to be made fenfible of any unknown 
Fee, 

Felicity ; fo obftinate, that the moft indifferent and 
fimple Alteration, in their Cuftoms and Manhers, was 
Matter ot Oppofition to them. A Change dof Habit, or 
obliging them to cut off their long and hideous Beards, 
was enough to excite a Sedition. 

To make a People fo prejudiced and hardened in their 
Ways, pliable and fupple, required more Rigour than 
would have been neceflary with a more tractable Nation ; 
and the Czar was obliged to employ the greater Share of 
it, as the Mu/covites had no other Notion of Superiority, 
but by the Power one Perfon had over another to ufe 
him ill. So that an indulgent and eafy Ruler, fo far from 
being, in their Eye, a great Prince, would hardly have 
teen allowed the Authority of a Mafter. 

The War the Czer had with the Swedes, the ill Suc- 
ceh of it in the Beginning, and the aftonifhing Victories 
wt alterwards obtained over that Nation, are the Subjects 
oan Article, every Circumftance of which would be wor- 
thy our Reflections ; and it is with Regret, we are obli- 
8d, for Brevity’s Sake, to pafs them by. 

The Defeat of the Swedes at Puitowa was a great Ad. 
Vantage to Cgar Peter, with Regard to the Refolurion he 


| Md taken to eftablifh Arts and Sciences, throughout his 


Dominions. Near three Thoufand Swedifh Officers, who 
"ere made Prifoners in that Battle, were difperfed thro’ 


| il his Territories, and more particularly in Siberia. Thefe 


foners, who were in want almoft of Sutfiftence, and 
2W but a very diftant and uncertain Profpect of obtaining 
“er Liberty, almoft ail applied themf-Ives to fome 
Trade or other, and Neceffity foon rendered them good 
Ohcients in them. There were amongft them even 
“afters of Languages, and Teachers of the Mathema- 
“cks, They became a Sort of Colony, which civilized 
“€ aatient Inhabitants ; and every -irt they poff..fed, 
bh, though perhaps introduced into Ma/covy, would

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have been long before it had made its Way -iato Sideria, 
was tranfported thither, as it were at once. 

We fhall pafs over feveral Circumfiances to the Time 
of the War, in which the Czar was engaged in the 
Dutchy of Ho/feiz, whither he likewife carried his inf. 
tiable Chirft after Knowledge, and his Political Views, 
He employed Enzineers to take the Plan of every Towa, 
with Draughts of the feveral Mills and Machines, which 
he had not yet in his own Dominions. He informed himfelf 
in every Circumftance of Agriculture, and in thofe of 
every other Trade and Art; And, wherever he came, 
he engaged the moft ingenious Artificers in his Service, 
and fenr them into his Dominions. 

At Gottorp, which was in the Hands of the King oi 
Denmark, he faw that vait Globe, the infide of which 1s 
celeftial, and the Outfide terre.trial, made from a Plan 
given by Zychobrabe. ‘The Bulk of this Machine is fo 
enormous, that twelve Perfons could fit in it round a T2- 
ble, and make their Obfervations ; this prodigious Glote 
being at the fame Time in Motion. It immediately 
ftruck the Czar’s Curiofity, and upon his expreffing his 
Admiration of it, the King of Denmark made hima Pre. 
fent of it. He ordered a Frigat from Petersburg to fetch 
it, and tt was put in Order there by able Aftronomers, 1 
a large Houfe, which he caufed to be built for that Pur- 
pofe. 
After this Article, Mr. Fonteac//e comes to the Victory 
it Sea, which the Czcr obtained over the Swedes, at Gas- 
co, near the Coafts of Fizland, and defcrrbes 4a Navil 

mphal Entry made upon this Occafion by the Mufts- 

vite Fleet, with the Eaemy’s Ships which they had taken, 
into the Harbour of Petersburg. Here Mr. Fontentit 
finifhes his Account af the Warlike Expeditions 0! this 
great Prince, and proceeds to a Relation of the fevers! 
Voyages he made, for his Intormation of what was to* 
procured in every Country towards the Improvement 
\rts and Sciences in his own; and here, as we may 1m 

fine, his Journy to France, and his Reception ito the 
‘Academy of Sciences, is not forgotten. : : 

[t was the nineteenth of F:2e 1717, that he did this 
Academy the Honour of a Vifit. ‘Chey had prepare 
watever they had, that was rare in Experiments and Ms 


merry. tno fati a -erurpes 
chinery, to fatisfy his C uriofity. He no foorer returde 
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fo 41S own Domunions, than he ordered Mr. pi 
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Srotchman, his chief Phyfician, to write to M. Bignon, 
that he was defirous to be admitted a Member of that So- 
ciety ; and when the Academy returned him Thanks for 
the Honour done them, with all the Refpect and Acknow- 
ledgement which was due to him, he wrote thema Letter 
himfelf in Return. 

To carry a State to the Height of Power it is capable 
of, a Prince muft ftudy the Country, with the Eyes of a 
Geographer and of a Phyfician, muit have a perfect Know 
ledge of all the natural Advantages of it, and muft pofiefs 
the Art of making the beft of them. This, favs M. Fon- 
tenelle, is what the Czar was indefatigable in endeavouring 
to o>tain. He never trufted to Miniiters, who are feldom 
fo affiduous in their Enquiries for the Publick Good. He 
gave Credit alone to his own Eyes ; and a Voyage of 3 or 
400 Leagnes was to him a Trifle, when any material 
Knowleige was to be acquired. He carried fo exact a 
Map of his vaft Dominions in his Head, that he was ca- 
pable of forming all thofe great Defigns, which depended 
either on the general Situation, or particular Circumftan- 
ces of his Dominions, upon his own Knowledge, without 
Fear of being dece'ved. Of this our Author gives fome 
very furprifing Inftances: But we fhall pafs them by, to 
mention fome of the chief Eftablifhments founded by this 
Prince, for the Introduction and Improvement of Arts 
and Sciences : Thefe are, 

An Academy for the Improvement of Navigation, to 
which every Nobleman was obliged to fend one or more 
of his Sons. 

Colleges at Mu/cow, Petersburg, and Kiof, for the Lan- 
guages, Be/les Lettres, and Mathematicks.

Country but for the Czar, and no Apothecary.

The Adoration of the Saints was degenerated into 
a fthameful Superftition among them: Every Man had _ his 
peculiar tutelar Saint in his Houfe, which they lent to one 
another as Occafion required. Miracles depended wholly 
on the Will and Avarice of the Priefts. Thefe } riefts 
were very ignorant themfelyes, and of Courle were inca- 
pable of inftructing thofe who were under their Care. A 
general Corruption of Manners, buoy’d up by Ignorance, 
reigned every where.

He 
found, tor Inftance, that fuch frequent and rigorous Fatt- 
ings was a very great Inconvenience in his Army, and ol- 
ten render’d his Troops unfit for A@ion.

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1. He appointed certain Officers to be affifting at Fires, 
and he took a Fancy to be one of them h-mfelt: In the 
Execution of which Office, to fet a good Example to o- 
thers, he would expofe himfelf to the greateft Danger. 

2. He was fo exact in rewarding Merit, that ke did not 
think Benefactions and Penfions 2 fufficient Reward: But 
was always thinking of fome nncommon Methods to fhew 
his Regard for thof: who deferved well of him, as well 
when dead, as while living. For Inftance, at the Death 
of Mr. Areskin, his chief Phyfician, he attended the 
Corps at his Funeral in Perfon, and carried a Torch. The 
fame Honour he fhew’d to two other Exgii/bmen, one his 
Vice-Admiral, the other a Linguift. 

5. He wrote himfelf a Treatife on Maritime Affairs, 
aud thereby encreafed the {mall Number of Sovereigns 
famous for being Authors. 

4 He delighted in the Profeflion of a Turner, and 
made feveral curious Pieces, with his own Hands. 

This Prince was but 53 Years of Age when he died, the 
28 of Fanwary 1725, of a Suppreffion of Urine, occafi- 
oned by an Abcefs in the Neck of the Bladder.
